Bachelor’s degree in an academic 
field, and then complete an extra 
year of education methods courses 
and student teaching. specializing 
IN primary or secondary education 
There are a multiplicity of creden- 
tials beside the Standard Elemen- 
tary and Secon- 
dary: Administrative, — Reading. 
Driver Training = to name a few 


Under the Ryan Act. the 
teacher candidate will be required 
to earn a Bachelors in a major 
other than Education (more about 
Major requirements in a moment): 
has to have available to him during 
his four year program a “protes- 
sional education seyuence™ the 
equivalent of the filth year under 
the Fisher Bill. He does not have to 
complete all his work in four years, 
but he has to be able to do so. One 
hall of the. professional Ed se- 
quence is student teaching tn all 
levels, or as many as possible. He 
has to pass an approved course in 
reading methods. ora state examin 
reading methods. Finally. he has to 





puss a state exam appropnate for 
his credential, or have anapproved 
Walter program (proot that his 
institution's educational program 
covers the sume scope and se- 
quence us covered in the state ex- 
am)

Dr. Harris, ‘I’m OK, You're OK’ Author, 
Explains Method of Transactional Analysis

Advocating the use of tran- 
sictional analysis “to achieve the 
OK classroom,” psychiatrist Dr. 
Lhomas Harris spoke at CSUS last 
week 

Harris, author of the bestselling 
psvchiatric manual “I'm Ok, 
You're Ok.” explained that tran- 
differs from 
Traditional 


sactional analysts 
traditional psychiatry 
methods emphasize “know your 
own hangups” so you~ can 
understand others, he said 

This type of attitude encourages 
the feeling of “I'm Ok, You're Ok,” 
he said. Transactional Analysis 
uses the philosophy “I'm OK, 
You're OK™ to guide individuals to 
a healthy mental state. 

Harris. who wore white shoes 
and a white pin striped suit related 
Trnasactional Analysis to “teach- 
ing the new breed.” The new breed 
of student comes into the clas- 
sroom loaded with feelings and 
causes a disruptive atmosphere, ac- 
cording to Harris 

Since 1965. Harris’ Tran- 
sactional Analysis Institute located 
in Sacramento has been involved in 
teaching people to understand the 
human mental state. Harris said 
that this aids teachers in recogniz- 
ing each student as an individual 

The child, part of which appears 
in every person, contains many 
“not OK™ feelings: guilt. rage. etc 
that stem from the child's

helplessness. according to Harris 
The importance of a teacher is to be 
“able to keep cool” in a disruptive 
situation added Harris. 

Harris indicated that a teacher 
is better able to handle a disruptive 
situation if there “is a new 
awareness of themselves.” 

Relating to the audience the 
workshops on Transactional 
Analysis available. Harris ex- 
plained that the workshops are 
attended not only by teachers, but 


ministers and corporate ex- 


ecutives. Harris said that these 
weekly workshops provide a 
layman's introduction to Tran- 


sactional Analysis. 


He countered those who call 
Transactional Analysis an over- 
simplification, adding that he 
instructs his staff to avoid using 
words such as sick or 
schizophnenic. He sat’! that he 
doesn’t use these words because 
people are into Transactional 
Analysis to learn something about 
themselves

Cole Porter Is Alive and Well

The many facets of Cole 
Porter's music the appealing 
melodies, the well-turned lyric, the 
bawdiness, the sophistication, the 
humor — were all apparent in the 
“Cole Porter Revue” that opened 
in the Playwright Theater on cam- 
pus last Thursday evening 

Director Roberto Vallejo Pan- 
toja has attempted to create a 
musical 
work, 
popular song ol 
Fashioned Garden.” 
numbers from “Can-Can,” 
premiered in 1953. The collection 
of songs ts fairly representative of 
Porter, although Pantoja_ ap- 
parently chose to emphasize the 
humor of Cole, rather than some 
other aspect of his work. This em- 
phasis shows up both in Pantoja’s 
directing techniques and in his 
choice of songs 

The song “Don’t Fence Me In.” 
for example, was staged as a spoot 
on Roy Rogers and the Andrews 
Sisters, and the number was 


retrospective of Cole's 
ranging from Porter's first

Perhaps it is invevitable that a 
Cole Porter show would contain 
many humorous songs. _ par- 
ticularly of the bawdy or risque 
type. Porter often went for the 
bawdy song or the suggestive word, 
which brought him the distinction 
of being “banned in Boston.” Pan- 
toja selected several of Cole's 
bawdy numbers. These included 
Michelle Brenmark’s rendition of 
“Laziest Gal In Town,” Patricia 
Robinson's offer of “Love For 
Sale,” Rod Rimmer's lamenting 
“I'm A Gigolo.” and Jeff Boyle and 
some “ladies of the night” with an 
invitation to “Come On In.”

you to teach in that one field only.) 
After three years of successful 


teaching. and 30 units beyond the 
Bachelor's in a planned program 
(planned by your school district, 
major advisor or whatever 
authority can determine what 30 
units would be most useful to your 
teaching) you may apply for a life 
(permanent, doesn’t have to be 
renewed) credential 

Now to the important part of 
this article. As you might have 
reasoned by now, if you've been in 
college several years with an eye to 
teaching, all your work could be 
for nought if you haven't earned 
your credential by September 14 
1974. But fear not! You may have 
an out. /f you had junior standing 
as of July 1, 1972, and if for some 
reason you cannot earn a teaching 
credential by September 1974, you 
should immediately contact the 
School of Education. They will put 
on a control list, which will allow 
you to receive an old style Fisher 
credential after the September, 
1974 deadline This is im- 
portant: it could save you trom 
having to satisty a host of new re- 
quirements which will crop up after 
that deadline 

Now let's have some thoughts 
on the teaching protession in 
general, A prominent spokesman 
forthe Schoo! of Education here at 
CSUS responded to this question 
with the immediate answer, “Let's 


have more men in elementary 
education.” He went cn to say that 
a Ryan~<redentialed teacher would 
probably stand a better chance on 
the job market, due to that creden- 
ual’s more stringent requirements. 
But, he added, because the scope 
and sequence requirements for this 
credential have not yet been com- 
pletely established, it would be dif- 
ficult to earn such a credential for 
some time. In the past, many 
people have earned a teaching 
credential as “something to fall 
back on” if they couldn’t get any 
other type of job. He warned 
against this, pointing out that, 
currently, it can take a teaching 
candidate up to one year of 
substitute teaching and 200 job 
interviews to secure a permanent 
job; rather an expensive and un- 
pleasant “thing to fal! back on.” 


Speaking personally, as a 
teacher, | must be ambivalent. | 
wouldn't do anything else 
the job and think that, once you've 
been at it a While and can get deeply 
involved in it there is none finer. 
But considering new developments 
in the field such as the Stull Bill 
(and if youdon't know what that is 
you'd better find out before you 
consider teaching) and the tighten- 
ing job market, I would advise you 
to examine every alternative betore 
considering teaching as a lifelong 
occupation

Iwo things brought Jack back 
into. music, one was Mayall’s 
album, Turning Point. [he other 
was a guy that talked Jack int 
trading his motorcycle for a guitar 
After playing a few small club 
dates, Jack asked Craig. a guitar- 
playing former student, if he would 
fill in tor his usual partner in the 
latter’s absence. The two did their 
first recording together in [97] 
when they did one of Jack's com- 
positions, “Earth Mother” for Paul 
and Grace's album Sunfighter. 

Paul often wondered what had 
happened to Jack since their coffee 
house days and finally located him 
in Sacramento. Paul and Jack got 
together, Jack introduced Craig 
and the relationship was born 
Shortly after “Earth Mother,” Paul 
and Grace suggested that 
Steclwind send a tape to Grunt 
which they did the result is, of 
course, Child of Nature. In ad-

The female 
vocalist parted ways with less than 
three weeks to go betore recording

The ad was answered by. Diana 
Harris, a 22 year old who has been 
singing most of her life and was in 
several bands before Steelwind. A 
Massive rehearsing program of 
hour after hour and day after day 
was instituted to merge Diana with 
the band in the shortest possible 
time. Her extensive singing 
background served her well as she 
picked right up where Francis had 
left off. Then it was off to San 
Francisco. 

Without nearly the fanfare that 
Redwing got several years ago 
when they cut their first album, 
Steelwind proceeded to lock 
themselves up inside Wally 
Heider’s Studio Finally in 
mid-May the cocoon split open to 
reveal Steelwind in all its glory as 
the final tape was sent to RCA 
following a big EOR (end of recor- 
ding) party hosted by Grunt inside 
the studio. 


The largely San Francisco 
group in attendance toasted 
everything in sight with case after 
case of the bubbly while upstairs 
the Airplane worked on Paul’s 
latest release with a little help from 
David Crosby. and the Com- 
mander (Cody) who made several 
bubbly forays down the stairs 

The album, entitled Child Of 
Nature by Jack Traylor and 
Steelwind hit the stands in early 
June. It teatures a nine song sam- 
pling of Steelwind that ranges from 
mellow folk to powerhouse rock 
including songs about ecology, 
ploiticians, war and just plain 
happy-sad music. But yet, 
somehow it pales beside what I've 
heard them do live. Since the 
record came out the group has 
played Crabshaw, the Pot-Pourri, 
a free outdoor gig at Tower North, 
and the latest engagement at the 
Shingle. Their energy level is 
something to behold and its also 
infectious 

Last night the band did a half- 
hour audition set for LA’s 
Troubador, a stepping stone to the 
big time for many current names in 
the music field. Coming up is an 
appearance Wednesday night at 
San Juan High School as the only 
billed group in support for an all 
day Battle of the Bands. Jack calis 
it a day of music. He says, “I don’t 
know why bands always have todo 
battle?” Next Sunday is a live 
broadcast from Sausalito over 
Radio KSAN at I! p.m. In ad- 
dition to more club dates both in
